CHICAGO, April IS.—Peter 
Xeider- 


nieier, the lender-of the carbarn bandit*, 
condemned to die on the gallows Friday, 
made two desperate attempts tit suicide 
today. His condition ns a result is so 


precarious that it is feared he will not 
survive. Should he still he ulive next 
Friday he will be carried to the gallows 
and executed. Xeidermcier planned his 
attempted suicide cure1 fully. First 
he 


masticated and swallowed tho licndd of 
sevonty-fivc 
or one 
hundred sulphur 


mutches. While the 
phosphorous was 


in his stomach he, sawed fit lite ritdinl 
artery ot' his left wrist with a sharp 
pointed lead-pencil; - Striking- a bone in 
the wrist he gave up trying to sever tin- 
artery and turned his weapon to the 
large veins) on the outer side of his h-ft 
forouriu and' with jabs and a see-saw 
motion hi> laccrntcd the ilosh and mus- 
cles of the nrni nnd'torc open the vcin^ 
leaving a Inrjje jugged wound exposed, 
through which the 
blood 
gushed 
in 


stream*, dyeing his 
bi-d clothing am! 


running 
down over tlio cell 
lloor in 


pools. 


KEOPEXED THE WOUND. 


His second attempt come nfti-r Un- 


wound Imd brcn dressed and cloxcd by 
tho county physicians. Xeidcrmcior wns 
lying apparently unconscious in the hos- 
pital under a guard's care. His right 
arm and hand were hidden by tho lied 
clothing and with hardly a discernible 
motion he slipped the bandage off his 
li-ft arm and with has sharp finger nnils 
tore uway the threads in tlic wound and 
inserting his fove-linper into the ragged 
hole, he worked n,,rniii at the veins and 
sought to reiich PU artery. He uncon- 
sciously uttered a gronn and made a 
convulsive 
movement which 
attracted 


the attention of the physicians, nurses 
and the guard, and on 'throwing back 
tho.coverlids, tho attendants saw with 
horror that Xeideriueier had torn away 
the bnndages and reopened the wound. 
Xeidermeier opened his eyes and with a 
leering wnn smile exclaimed:., "Let me 
die, Doc., po away and let me die. You 
wero almost too Into the first time. 
J\ow why do you try to save my life?" 


LIFE ALMOST EXTINCT. 


Keidermeier lost a large quantity of 


blood and wns almost pulseless for » 
time. Tho most danger, however, is 
thut tho poisonous phosphorous 
has 


burned him so severely that his life can- 
not be saved for its fhml snutllng out on 
the gallows, 


HOARDED MATCHES. 


Nciilermcier says he got Ws idea of 


•wallowing phosphorous when ». prison- 
er In the juil committed suicide in that 


: manner when Xc-idermeior was awaiting 


trial. For tlic last l\vo weeks, Xeider- 
jneier has been saving the mutches he 
waa abl.e to fiU-h'tvml beg. Uc even gnvc 
up smoking to sonic uxtent so he -could 
.hoard them. In {jetting nt the veins 
nnd arteries in his arm he first sawed 
.three long gashes. Then he pushed the 
>harp end of the pencil into one so it 
would puss under tlio veins. Then he 


> twisted the pencil around nnd around 
' until the veins wore twisted and burst.

Other 
guards were summoned and he was tok- 
en to tlin jnil hospital, "The artery in 
his wrist wns fastened. 


Then it wns learned thnt he had at- 


tempted to poison himself. In his cell 
wns found :v quantity of matches from 
whieh he had cnten the heads nnd Jailer 
Whitman said most of these probably 
had been smuggled to him by other pris- 
oners. The physician nt the 
hospital 


snid he had not taken enough of the 
poMim to prove fatal, but that he is in 
a serious condition from loss of blood. 


A. close watch has been kept on the 


bnmlitx since they were sentenced to be 
hanged, to prevent nn attempt to commit 
suicide, nud even .matches huvc

wrist Xeidenneier made with a lead pen- 
cil lie wns permitted to have.- 


'A letter written by Xeidermeier prior 


to the attempt at suicide was found 
concealed in his cot. In the letter the 
writer incidentally expresses repentance 
of his career and he regrets leaving the 
few who have loved him but ehielly the 
letter is a morbid glorification' of the 
writer's eoumjjo and his loyalty to his 
kind in contract with Xeidcnneier's as- 
sociate, Ciustav Mnrx. The letter says: 


RKASOXS FOR SUICIDE.' 


"There are four reasons why I should 


take my own life, 


"First, because of'the 
public boast 


that 1 cannot eommit suicide while I am 
so closely guarded. 


"Second, nnd thnt I cannot client tho 


scaffold. 


"Third, that they cannot say 
they 


executed me and made inc pay for a 
crime.

"Fourth, to have another mystery for 


the ignorant police to solve." 


The letter concludes ns follows: 
"It seeems very pleasant to have this 


everlasting enjoyment of rest. I am an 
atheist nnd do not believe in any re- 
ligion.

L1STEXS TO PRAYERS. 


During the day Xeidermeier recoguiz- 


cd those about him and consented to 
listen to Father Francis M. O'Brien of 
the Holy Xame cathedral who has stcad- 
ilv eoii;.'ht to convert the bandit. Xeid- 
enneier suffered intense pain, and Fath-^ 


i>y O'Brien prayed for him. For the first 
ime Xeidermeier repeated the prayers 
-j'ler Father. O'Brien, who recently bnp- 
lised in the jnil Xeidermeier's associates, 
»'nu Dine nnd Marx. 


HOPES HE WILL GO TO GALLOWS.

Xeidermeier will be carefully guarded 
and-watched nud we hope to frustrate 
any further attempt he may make on his 
life."

until the last moment. The result was 
that when the doors were opened nt 
three minutes before 2 o'clock the crowd 
burst in with n .yell 
nnd a' rush. I'll 


three minutes the top gallery wns filled 
with a stampeding and shouting mob of 
men nnd boys. Jn the galleries. were-a 
number of Hearst banner;,, and ji«g:uur. 
ning fire of shouts nnd comments was 
maintained by the gallery crowd. 


While the delegates wen:-assembling 


a rumor gained circulation that Senator 
Hill-and judge Parker's forces had par- 
tially decided that between the sessions 
of the convention they would inform the 
Tammany people that they would con- 
cede choice of Charles F. Murphy in the 
delegation at large to the national con- 
vention. 


The crush before the doors'nnd in the 


hall was. tremendous.. The aisles wore 
filled with a scrambling crowd, demand- 
ing peats at the ratio .of about three 
persons td one sent. • Thc-police were all. 
but helpless. Hnts were smashed, cloth- 
ing torn, 
fncps 
scratched 
and • feet 


trampled on in the vush.

' Order was finally secured and form- 
er state 'senator, George llnincs of Mon- 
roe count}-, wns introduced ns chairman 
and he delivered a speech to tlic con- 
vention. 


HILL DEFIES TAMMANY. 


Politicians were astir early this morn- 


ing and the headquarters of Tammany, 
of David B. Hill nnd of W. R. Hearst 
were busy spots by eight o'clock. So 
far as could bo learned at an early hour 
there had been no change in the situa- 
tion and 
the Tammany leaders said 


thnt they were quite.content to go on 
the floor of the -convention and^ state 
their case. That they would be beaten 
has been conceded but they looked at it 


s a principle to be tried for and they 
rauld carry the matter to the floor of 
the national convention. It was'snid 
that Mr. Murphy of Tammany had this 
morning offered to compromise by sug- 
gesting that Tammany would agree to 
the adoption of .the unit rule if the name 
of a candidate, us for instance, Judge' 
Parker, wns not mentioned. It was con- 
tended thut 'there being almost two- 
thirds of the delegates in favor of Judge 
Parker thnt a mere adoption of the unit 
rule would practically be an endorse-' 
mcnt of Judge Parker, nnd yet would 
let 
Tammany down gracefully. But 


with this proposition-, was. coupled the. 
demand that Tammany be allowed a del- 
egate at large, Mr. Murphy himself pre- 
ferably. .

To this suggestion Senator Hill gave 


nn emphatic no. Tlio name of Judge 
Parker must bo in the resolutions and 
the delegates at large must'bc men'.who.

Caucuses Today In Eighteen Counties 


Will Largely Determine Strength

county voters have emphatically and de- 
cisively declared against a third term 
for Gov. La Follette,'and broke the po- 
litical tics which have bound them to 
La Follette for so many years. In a 
.desperate.contest to maintain their con- 
trol, in this'County the administration 
jncn-.'suffered an 
overwhelming defeat 


Saturday, not alone i nthe cities of Bar- 
.aboo and Recdsburg, but in the fanning 
towjis us well. 
. Judge Emil Baenschi of Manitowoc, 
out of a, total convention vote in the 
two ,assembly districts of Sauk county, 
of 136 delegates will have 105 votes. 
Only 31 delegates- favorable to the ad- 
ministration were elected in the county. 


The victor}' won by the Baenscli men 


wns a complete repudiation of the ad- 
ministration's methods and a protest 
against the interference ami meddling 
of game wardens and other employers. 


DEMOCRATIC AID OF NO AVAIL. 


1 The campaign here was managed in 
fact by a Democratic appointee of Gov. 
Ln 
Follette. Herman 
Grotophorst, 


member of the state board of conrtol, 
was his actual campaign uianager_in the. 
Bamboo district and the claim is made 
that in a nuinbcV of the precincts, every 
Democrat that could be mustered was 
voted. 
This was cspccinlly true of the 


vote in thi> towns. 


In the town of Baraboo, it is said, 


there arc not enough Democrats left to 
organize a caucus if those who voted 
Saturday in the La Toilette ranks are 
excluded from participation iu the Dem- 
ocratic primaries. 


USED DEMOCRATS' XAMES. 


So notorious was the bid. for Demo- 


cratic votes that, the' names of-Demo-, 
srats wero placed upon the ward tickets 
in this city. Among others who was so 
placed was J. P. McDonald, a conductor 
on the' Madison division of the North- 
western road. When he le&rned that 
an'effort was being made'to place, him 
on the La Follette ticket lie voluntarily 
issued the follovang card, which was 
printed and- distributed as a 
poster 


around the polling place. 


'•Xotice: To the-voters of the First 


ward, city of Baraboo—My name was 
put on the La Follebte ticket without 
my knowledge or consent, and I hereby 
serve notice that I refuse to act as a 
delegate, as I am a Democrat. 


"J, P. McDonald," 


Irn, E. Cooper, another conductor, also 


issued a statement serving notice that 
his name had been placed upon the La 
Folletto ticket without notice to him 
or authority so to do. 


LOST FOR FIRST TDIE. 


The significance of La Follette's de- 


feat can be better appreciated when it 
is stated that he has carried the county 
in. every other canvas he has made fpv 
the gubernatorial nomination. 


Two years ago Gov. La Follette car- 


ried the First district by about the same 
majority given Baensch Saturday, and 
also won the Second district,' though the 
contest there was more close. 


Every effort is being put 
forth to 


overcome, the effect of the victory, in 
Sauk county. Administration men until 
a late, hour this morning put in the time 
sending out commands to their lieuten- 
ants in the counties where caucuses are 
to be held today. It is feared that the 
offect of Sauk county's vote will have an 
influence upon other counties, so every 
possible move is directed to counteract 
the effect of Sauk's vote. 


CRUCIAL' CAUCUSES TODAY. 


'Caucuses to select delegates to the 


county and assembly conventions will 
be* held-.in Dane,. Rock, Kenosha, ,Aih-

With the possible exception 
of Marathon, Washington and Dodge 
counties, administration men believe 
that they have better' thani an equal 
chance to carry the delegations. -Even 
in old Walworth 
county, -heretofore 


practically solidly against the governor, 
efforts are being made to win out. Con- 
siderable'quiet 'campaigning has been 
done in Manitowoc county by the La 
Follette men-,.although no hope of carry- 
ing it against Mr. Baensch "is expressed. 
In all the other counties of the-list, the 
prcconvention fight has-been as aggres- 
sive .as possible, and every effort at or- 
ganization has been made. 


HOT.FIGHT IN DANE COUNTY. 
The preliminary fight in Dane county, 


where Gov. La Follette: is .supposedly 
most firmly entrenched, has been, one of 
the warmest'political contests ever con- 
ducted in the state. Being in complete 
control of the organization, command- 
ing the, services of a trained force, and 
with almost unlimited patronage- at his 
disposal, if Gov. La Follette does not 
win in Dane county, his supporters will 
be as 'much surprised as they arc mis- 
taken in the predictions they are hazard- 
ing. • 


•Strategically considered, next to Dane 


couiity, is Rock in significance and po- 
litical importance, and from the view- 
point of the administration, a 
Rock 


county victory would cause the greatest 
of rejoicing. 


Senator Whitehead has for years been 


a thorn in the side of Gov. La Follette's 
people. The fight in Rock county, next 
to Dane, interests Wisconsin Republi- 
cans for administration men have assert- 
ed that the county is theirs. 


In La Crosse county the La Follette 


and anti-admini«trntion- men avoided 
any fight liy agreeing to divide the dele- 
gates. 


'Of the counties which hold caucuses 


today, Jefferson, Kenosha, Dodge, Ozau- 
kee and Walworth went against him two 
years ago. Ashland, Iowa, one -.district 
in Manitowoc and Crawford went to the 
governor. Winncbago'county, which has 
thirty delegates in the state convention, 
will hold .its caucuses Tuesday. - It will 
elect Cook delegates. This will be a 
heavy loss to Governor La, Follette, as 
it was his two years ago. The lines are 
so .strictly drawn this year that the re- 
sult of the caucuses will determine who 
is to control-the party.

. Potato prices still keep climbing up- 
ward. On« dollar a' bushel, is now asked 
for carload lots on inferior stock. The 
top notch is $1.15 per bushel, which is 
about the same price the tubers ara 
wholesaling for in Chicago. It is doubt- 
ful if the consumer will be able to buy 
potatoes 
any cheaper than $1.25 per 


bushel. 


There are a- few new • potatoes from 


the South already on the market, but 
they are a luxury and cannot be bought 
under S2 a bushel. It will be at least 
three weeks before there will be enough 
new potatoes here to affect the market. 


What became of all the potatoes that 


were received here last fall is an inter- 
esting problem. The heavy rains of last 
summer rotted acres of potatoes and 
mnde them hollow and soggy. The gen- 
oral impression existed that there would 
be a big shortage inpotatoes and an ad- 
vance of 40 cents to SI a bushel was pre- 
dicted, but potato dealers laughed at this 
and said there was no., shortage in the 
crop and heavy, receipts, heavier than in 
any previous year, seemed to prove their 
assertion. But the heavy receipts wero 
probably due to tho demand, an the talk 
of-high prices led many farmers to hold 
off. 
Thus there were-not. so many po- 


tatoes peddled last • fall- as previously 
and the public looked to. the commission 
houses to .supply, the demand. 


It is thought-by some.;.that there aro 


many potatoes in storage and that own-- 
ers will soon open up their winter cel- 
lars and warehouses and unload before 
the new crop comes in. 


New home-grown potatoes should bo 


on sale .by the latter part of June, pro-. 
vided weather conditions arc not ad- 
verse.

ever performed. His left side is com-

shrunken and crippled by

disease, and Dr. Frederick Mueller of 
Vienna, assistant to Dr. Lorenz, the eni- 
nent surgeon of that city, operated on 
lira to straighten his leg. 'Forty-two 
cuts were mnde-'on the limb, and one 
nindrcd and eighty-six , stitches were 
taken in the incisions. The hip was 
broken four times in different places, 


nd the limb stretched three inches, af- 


ter which 2W yards of plaster of. paris 
bandages were used in binding up the 
limb. When hard thh cast -weighed for- 
ty-three pounds. Mr. Loeb was under 
the influence of ether' for 
thirty-nine 


hours and forty-two minutes. He was 


in the cast from the nineteenth of No- 
vember until day before yesterday, or 
nearly five month?. As soon as his leg 
becomes stronger, and his general health 
better, he expects to undergo a similar 
operation on his arm. 


Ho left this afternoon for Chicago, 


where he is at present Jiving with his 
parents.

From lime lo lime efforts are made 


in England to bring about a 
disarma- 


ment, a'reduction of the number,of war 
vessels, in. the interests of the pence of 
the nations, but to this is opposed the 
argument that.Knglnnds best nnd in fact 
only assurance of peace at nil, lies in its 


'. very strength at sea. It does not lie 


in the land forces of England, for ils mil- 
itary strength is small along 
side of 


other European governments, but 
co- 


operated with in time of war us its mil- 
itary forces would always be by the 
naval part, there will continue to be n 
natural reluctance on the part of any 
government declaring war agninsf- Eng- 
land, or very greatly disgruntling its di- 
plomatic departments.

So I returned 
to my village and made oration to the 
men. 
'This be a tribe, these white 


men,' I said, 'a very large tribe, and 
doubtless there is no longer' meat in 
their land and they are come among 
us to make a new land for themselves. 
Bat they weaken us arid we die. They 
are a very hungry folk. Already has 
our meat gone from us, and it were 
well, if we would live, that we deal by 
them as we have dealt by their dogs.' 


"And further oration I made, coun- 


seling fight. And the men of the 
WhiteOsh listened, and some said one 
thing and some another,, and some 
spoke of other and worthless things,

N tills age of luxury it seems al- 


most impossible to conceive cfr a 
time when our commonest neces- 
sities were objects of the crudest 
workmanship nnd the greatest 


consideration. I suppose there are few 
ot us who cnn by any stretch ot imag- 
ination class lu the category of luxu- 
ries our ordinary everyday dining table 
and its really necessary appointments, 
such as tablecloths, knives, forks and 
Hpoons. which articles make the cere- 
mony of eating a graceful function, and 
not a mere barbarous "feed." 


It la strange how little even the best 


Informed of us know about the things 
around us. If one went the rounds oC 
many tables it would be difficult to find 
n n Individual who could tell when the 
table In Us present service os a board 
tm which to spread viands llrat came 
into existence. The.ancient Saxons and 
Danes, it seems, have th-i Honor of In- 
Iroduclnjr this indispensable piece ot 
furniture Into their domestic circle and 
consequently into our own. ' 


Th« tc-rm "hoard" applied to the din- 


ing table is literally exact, as the early 
examples \vci-o merely long, rough 
boards laid upon trestles, removable 
when the meal oniled. The boards and 
•trestles used at picnics und informal 
outdoor "spreads" nrn replicas of. the

The primitive table covers were not

"Third, that thej' cannot say they 


executed me and made me pay for a 
crime.

The letter concludes as follows:

While the delegates wer6 ~ assembling 
rumor gained circulation that Senator 


Hill and Judge Pavk'er's forces had par- 
tially decided that between the sessions 
of the convention they would inform the 
Tammany people that they would con- 
cede choice of Charles F. Murphy in the 
delegation at large to the national con- 
vention. 


The crush before the doors and in the 


hall was, tremendous., The aisles were 
filled with a scrambling crowd, demand- 
ing seats at the ratio ,of about three 
persons to1 one scat. • The^police were'all' 
but helpless. Hats were smashed, clotli- 
ing torn, 
faces 
scratched and 
feet 


trampled on in the rush. 


Order was finally secured and form- 


er state senator, George Raines1 of Mon- 
roe county, was introduced as chairman 
and he delivered a speech to the con- 
vention. 


HILL DEFEES TAMMANY. 


Politicians were astir early this morn- 


ing and the headquarters of Tammany, 
of David B. Hill and of W. B. Hearst 
were busy spots by eight o'clock. So 
far as could be learned at an early hour 
there had been no change in the situa- 
tion and the Tammany leaders said 
that they were quite content to go on 
the floor of the convention and^ state 
their case. That they would be beaten 
has been conceded but they looked at it 
as a principle to be tried for and they 
would-carry the matter to the floor ol 
the national convention. It was said 
that Mr. Murphy of Tammany had this 
morning offered to compromise by sug- 
gesting that Tammany would agree to 
the adoption of the unit rule if the name 
of a candidate, as for in'stance, Judge'

, Judge Emit Baensch; of Manitowoc, 
but, of a total convention vote in the 
twp.,assembly dis;tricts of Sauk county, 
of 13* delegates, will have 105 votes. 
Only 31 delegates, favorable to the ad- 
ministration were elected in the county. 


The victory won by the Baensch men 


was a complete repudiation of the ad- 
ministration's methods and a protest 
against the interference anil meddling 
of game wardens and other employers. 


DEMOCRATIC AID OF NO AVAIL. 
The campaign here was managed in 


fact by a Democratic appointee of Gov. 
La 
Follettc. Herman 
Grotophorat, 


member of the state board of conrtol, 
was his actual campaign manager in the, 
Baraboo district and-the claim is made 
that in a number of the precincts, every 
Democrat that could be mustered was 
voted. 
This was especially true of the 


vote in thd towns. 


In the town of Baraboo, it is said, 


there arc not enough Democrats left to 
organize a caucus if those who voted 
Saturday iu the La 1'ollette ranks are 
excluded from participation in the Dem- 
ocratic primaries. 


USED DEMOCRATS' NAMES. 


So notorious was the bid, for Demo-

cumbs Alter a Long Illness. 


Learned Machinists Trade at Case T- 


M. Co. iu Early Sixties—leaves 


Two Sons and Widow. 


At.3 o'clock Sunday afternoon Anson 


L. Kellogg, a leading citizen arid business 
man, died at his tonic 814 College 'ave- 
nue, of paralysis,- after .a long illness. 
The death of Mr. Kellogg was expected 
t>ut the announcement; brought forth ex- 
pressions of sorrow and regret. 


Mr. Ketlogg had been identified with 


the commercial .interests, of the city for 
many years and known by a large num- 
ber of people as a good nud loyal friend 
and man; one who was always ready to 
assist any one and every enterprise that 
was right.

POTATOES KEEP OM'CL'IMBING 


It Will be Ttirrc WM-IU Bcfora Prices-Trill 


. Potato prices still keep climbing ujv 
•want. One dollar a bushel is now asked 
for carload lots on inferior stock. The 
top notch is $1.15 per bushel, which is 
about the same price the tubers sra 
wholesaling for in Chicago. It is doubt- 
ful if the consumer will be able to buy 
potatoes' any cheaper than $1.25 per 
bushel. 


There are a few new • potatoes from 


the South already on the nutrket. but 
they are a luxury and cannot be bought 
under $2 a bushel. It will be at least 
three weeks before there will be enough 
new potatoes here to affect the market. 


What became of all the potatoes that 


were received here last fall is an inter- 
esting problem. The heavy rains of last 
summer rotted acres of potatoes and 
made them hollow and soggy. The gen- 
eral impression existed that there would 
be a big shortage inpotatoes and an ad- 
vance of 40 cents to $1 a bushel was pre- 
dicted, but potato dealer* laughed at this 
and said there was no shortage in the 
crop and heavy, receipts, heavier than in 
any previous year, seemed to prove their 
assertion. But the heavy receipts w«ro 
probably due to the demand, u the talk 
of high prices led many farmers to hold 
off. Thus there were -not so »anv po- 
tatoes peddled last JaU, u previously 
and the public looked to the eommuaion 
houses to .supply, the demand. 


It is thought by some that there are 


many potatoes in storage and that own- 
ers will soon open up their winter cel- 
lars and warehouses and unload before 
the new crop comes in. 


New home-grown notetoe* should be 


on sale by the latter put of June, pro- 
vided weather conditions are not ad- 
verse.

Miles Down Mountain. 


• Leo L. I-oeb of Chicago, spent last 
night and part of today in the city. To 
a -chance observer there is nothing luv 
usual about Mr. Loeb except his crip- 
pled condition, but; Ms services in the 
benefit of thousands of fellow beings 
have won for him official 
recognition 


from no less a personage than the presi- 
dent of our nation, Theodore Roosevelt. 


In the month of June, 1902, life in the 


little town of Greo^ Mountain'Falls, Col- 
orado, was pursuing its usual humdrum 
course. The eighty or ninety inhabi- 
tants of the village were busy with their 
accustomed tasks, and nothing disturbed 
the peaceful quiet of the little communi- 
ty. Suddenly a cloud was seen on. the 
horizon, which bore such a threatening 
aspect that the villagers became alarm- 
ed, and gathered in a body in the public 
square. It soon assumed gigantic pro- 
portions, and it was evident to nil that 
a cloudburst was about to descend on 
their homes. With one 
accord 
they 


rushed for safety up the sides of the 
surrounding mountains, for they realis- 
ed that if .caught in the valley by the 
immense amount of water about to fall, 
ill would be drowned. 


But one among their 
number was 


i\l>ovc all petty consideration of his own 
.-nfety. He realized in a flash, that the 
own of Manitou, seventeen miles down 


1 HP vnlley, would be utterly wiped out, 
UK! that the people, unless warned. 
vould die like rats in n trap. 


WILD RIDE BEGAN. 


With never a thought of his own safe- 


• v, he procured a horse from a near by 
i.ible and without waiting to saddle or 
jridle the animal, leaped on its buck, 
•nul guiding is by means of the haltei, 
started on his ride for life. Seventeen 
long miles, every inch of the way down 
grade, and over indifferent roads, he gal- 
loped. In' one hour and three minute* 
from the' time he started, his miswon 
had .been nccorapliihed. Every resident 
of Manitou was seeking safety in .the 
hills. And not many moments later 
luo flood swept dowu the v»lley with 
terrible iwre. In Msnitou the damage 


done to property amounted to 
over 


$250,000, while in the little town of 
Green River Falls, over four thousand 
dollars worth of property was destroy- 
ed. 


"PAUL REVERE OF COLORADO." 


Owing to this gallant act- Mr. Loeb. 


was given the name of the Paul Revere 
of Colorado. He had been a resident of 
hat state for nearly ten years, and al- 
hough badly crippled by spinnl menin- 
gitis, was engaged in the pursuit of 


orse breaking and ranching." .Petitions 
vere circulated throughout the state by 
people who were saved, setting forth 
,he,heroic deed done by 3Ir. Loeb, and 
asking that some reward be given him. 
These finally reached President Roose- 
•elt, and the merits of the case were 
thoroughly examined into by him. Mr. 
Loeb was three weeks ago appointed by 
the president to the post of special mes- 
senger to the United States secret ser- 
•ice department. Owing to ill health 
10 will not start active service in the 
position for some time. 


REMARKABLE OPERATION. 


Last November Mr. Loeb underwent 


orio of the most remarkable operations 
ever performed. His left side is com- 
pletely shrunken and crippled by 
his 


lisease, and Dr. Frederick Mueller of 
Vienna, assistant to Dr. Loren/, the em- 
nent surgeon of that city, operated on 
lira to straighten his leg. 'Forty-two 
cuta were nmde''ou the limb,-and one 
hundred and eighty-six ,stitches were 
;aken in the incisions. The ."hip was 
broken four times in different places, 
and the limb stretched three inches, af- 
;er which 205 yards of plaster of- puris 
Bandages were used in binding up the 
imb. When hard thiu cast weighed for- 
ty-thr.ee pounds. Mr. Loeb -was under 
the influence of ether for 
thirty-nine 


lionrs and forty-two minutes. He was 


in the cast from the nineteenth of No- 
vember until day before yesterday, or 
nearly five months. As soon as his leg 
becomes stronger, and his general health 
better, lie expects to undergo a similar 
operation on his arm. 


He left this afternoon for Chicago, 


where he is at present living with his 
parents.

the weather for nil entire year at .a 
time. Tiie government, experts of course 
disdain the routine guess which taking 
advantage of the seasonal weather dis- 
turbances can.hit within :i few days 
sometimes very .successfully disturban- 
ces. It is not difficult to arrange for 
storms in certain months, cairns at cer- 
tain periods, or extreme heat or cold aa 
it may be, but to successfully discover 
some system by which it can be pre- 
dicted weeks and montha ahead as to the 
character of the weather, fur specified 
days, is the object of ilie prize to be 
offered by the government. 


But already the signal service people 


successfully predict the weather for sev- 
eral days ahead and with over ninety 
per cent average, of success, and there is 
but little doubt if the government au- 
thorities permitted tlieir weather offic- 
ials to give guesses at their own discre- 
tion. which is forbidden by the way, the 
local newspapers-would contain the pro- 
phecies us desired- by ambitious signal 
experts. "With the friendly assistance of 
lunar, effects, of the operation of sun 
spots and studying up the planet dis- 
turbance theory, of a careful application 
fit" all the' weather signs of which the 
weather bureau has long ago made a 
careful observation and printed a compi- 
lation. of bringing in the sunset and sun 
rise signs, which by -the way arc proven 
to have meanings as to coming weather, 
and of course aided by the 
telegraph 


weather reports every day, and a. careful 
study, of the storm maps of yours past, 
doubtless, the public might bo given op- 
portunities to pick out its weather as 
desired.

stones of meteorology have been discov- 
ered.

T;he new Ohio, primary law which will 


be a law having been-passcd by the sen- 
ate, is thus described by the Cincimmti 
Commercial Tribune: "The ^ist of the 
measure is in forbidding persons to vote-, 
at any primary" election unless they vot- 
ed tho ticket of the party holding the 
primary at the preceding' regular elec- 
tion, ,an exception being made in favor 
of first voters.

THE COOPER PHILIPPINE BILL. 
Some progress towards enacting legis- 


lation for developing the Philippines wa» 
made when the house adopted a bill 
authorizing bond issues byr the Philip- 
pine government for the purpose of rais- 
ing funds to defray the expenses of pub- 
lic improvements and to authorize it to 
guarantee an income Dot exceeding 5 
per cent on the capital inverted in the 
construction of railroads in. the archipel- 
ago. 
The Philippine government is per- 


mitted to guarantee the payment of $1,- 
000,000 annually for a period of thirty 
years on the capital invested in railroad 
projects. It is not believed that the is- 
land government will be called upon to 
pay this amount, as Secretary Taft and 
the other officials are of the opinion that 
a portion of the roads constructed will 
be self-sustaining as soou as they are 
completed. The measure authorizes the 
Philippine government'to issue bonds 
not exceeding $5,000,000 for the construc- 
tion of provincial schools, penitentiaries, 
courthouses, roads, port and harbor 
works, bridges, and other 
public im- 


provements. The Philippine government 
is granted authority to allow munici- 
palities to sell bonds not to exceed 5 
per cent of the assessed valuation of the 
property of these towns. The proceeds 


of bond sales will b* used to prorido 
adequate sewer and drainage facilities 
and all kinds of public betterment* and 
improvements. It abto authorize* tho 
Philippine government to^ expend all 
funds realized from the bead tax impos- 
ed upon immigrants for the benefit of 
the island. This measure has the nip- 
port of the administration, and if the 
senate takes it up for consideration it is 
likely to become a law, but it is feared 
the measure may provoke protracted de- 
bate and thus interfere with the plan of 
an early adjournment. For this reason 
it may not be acted 'upon until next 
winter.

warm with thick bides and bard to tba 
frost and storm. 
And as with our 


dogs, so with us, for we were likewise 
hard to tbe frost and storm. 
And 


when the Pellys came into our land we 
slew them and were slain, ^for we were 
men, 
we Whiteflsb, and our fathers 


and our fathers' fathers had fought 
against the Pellys and determined tbe 
:bounds of the land. 


"As witb. our dogs, I say, so with' us. 


And one day canieSthe first white man. 
He dragged himself—so^-on • hand and 
knee, In tbe snow; And his skin was 
stretched tight,-and his bones were 
sharp beneath. Never wng such a man, 


;:we thought, and we wondered of what 
'strange tribe he was and of its land. 
And'he was weak; most weak, like a 
"little child, so that we gave him a place 
, by the fire and warm furs to He upon, 
nnd we gave him food as little children 
are.given food. 


"And with htm was a dog,- large as 


three of our dogs and -very weak. Tbe 
hair of this dog was 'short and not 
warm, and the tail was frozen so that 
the end fell off. And this strange dog 
we fed and bedded by the flrei and 
fought from him our dogs, which elsp 
would have killed him. And whnt of 
the moose meat nnd the sun dried, 
salmon the man and dog took strength 
to themselves; and what of the strength 
they became big nnd unafraid. 
Anfl 


.the man spoke loud words and laughed 
at tbe old men and young men and 
looked boldly upon the maidens. Ami 
the dog fought -with our dogs and for 
nil of his short hair and softness sle-n 
three of them In one day. 


"W^ben wa asked; tbe man.coneeruinE 


bi» people he sakir 'I have many broth- 
ers," and laughed in a way that wns 
not good. And when be vrns in bia 


lull strength be went away, and with 
aim went Nodi, daughter to tbe chief. 
Well do I remember my father, Ot»- 
ba6k",' 'a. 'strong man. His ' face wa» 
black with anger ,at such helplessness, 
,and, he took a- stone—so—and so—and 
tkere w'oVno more helplessness. And 
*wo summers after that came Nod» 
back to us witb a man child in tbe hoft 
low of berjirm. 


"And 
that was the beginning. Came 


a second white man, with short haired 
dogs, which he left behind him when 
be'went. And witb him went six of 
pur strongest dogs, for which, in trade, 
be had given Koo-So-Tee, my mother's 
brother, a wonderful pistol that flred 
with great swiftness six times. And 
Koo-So-Tee was very big, what of the 
pistol, and1' laughed at our bows and 
arrows. 
'Woman's things,' be called 


them and went forth against the bald 
face grizzly with the: pistol in bis 
band. Now it be known that It Is not 
good to hunt the bald face with a pis- 
tol; but how were we to know? And 
how was Koo-So-Tee to know? So he 
went against the bald face, very brave, 
andlflred the pistol witb great swift- 
ness six times, and the'bajd faced but

grunted and broke In his head like it 
were an egg,-and like honey from a 
bees' nest dripped tbe brains of Koo- 
So-Tee upon the ground. He was a 
good hunter, and there was no one to 
bring meat to bis squaw and children. 
And we were bitter, and we said, 
'That which for the white men Is well 
is for ns not well.' And this be true. 
There be many. white men and fat, 
but their ways have made us few and 
lean.

"Came the ihird white man with 


great wealth of all manner of wonder- 
ful foods and things. And twenty of 
our strongest dogs be took from us in 
trade; nlso, what of presents and great 
promises, ten of our young hunters did 
he take with him on a Journey which 
fared no man knew where. It is said 
they died in the snow of the ice moun- 
tains, where man has never been, or in 
the hills of silence, which .are beyond 
the edge of the earth. Be that as it 
may, 
dogs and young hunters were 


seen never again by the Whitefish peo-

*"And more white men came with the 
ytnre, and ever, witb pay and pres- 
en'ts, they led the" young men- away 
W-itB them.

; ana's'otnellmes-Uie'yoin not 


come-back.> And we' said. :'If they be 
unafraid--of-life, these white men, It 
is because they have many lives, but 
we be few by tbe Whitefisb, and the 
young men stall go away no more.' 
But tbe young men did go away, and 
the young women went also, and we 
were very wroth. 


"It be true we ate flour and salt pork 


and drank tea, which was a great de- 
light; only when wo could not get tea 
It was very bad nnd we became short 
of speech and quick of anger. So we 
grew to hunger for the things the 
white man brought in trade. Trade, 
trade, all the .time it was trade! One 
winter we sold our meat for clocks: 
that would, not go, and watches with 
broken works, and tiles worn smooth, 
and pistols without cartridges and 
worthless. And then came famine, and 
we were without meat and twoscore 
died ere the break of spring. 
,. '"Now we are grown weak,' we said, 
'and the Pellys will fall upon us and 
our bounds be overthrown.' But a» it 
fared with us, so bad it fared with the. 
Pcllya, and they were too weak to come 
tgalnst us. 


"My father, Otabaok, a strong man, 


•was now old and wise. And be spoke 
to the chief, saying: ^Behold, our dogs 
be worthless. No longer are they thick 
furred and strong, and they die in the 
frost nnd harness. Let us go into tbe 
village and kill them,'saving only the 
•wolf ones, and these let us tie out in 
the night thtit tbey may mate with the 
wild wolves of the forest. Thus shall 
we hare dogs warm and strong again.' 


"And 
his word was hearkened to, abd 


we WbltefisU became known : for our 
3ogs, which were the best in the land. 
But known wo were not for ourselves. 
The best of our young men and women 
had gone away with the white men to 
wandcron trail1 and river to fur places. 
And the young women came back old 
and broken, as Noda- had come, or they 
came back not at all. And the young 
men came back to sit by our fires for 
a time, tull ,of ill speech and rough 
ways, drinking evil drinks and gam- 
bling through long* nights and dnys, 
with a great unrest, tllwoys Jn, their 
hearts, till-the call %f,' the- tvliite iucn 
came to them and they went again to 
tbe unknown places. And they were 


without bonor and respect. Jeering tbi 
old time customs and laughing In tbe 
faces of chief and •hamans. 


"As I say, we were become a weak 


breed, we 'Whitefish. 
We sold our 


warm skins and furs for tobacco and 
whisky nnd thin cotton things tbat left 
U»,;shivering In tb*5 cold.', And tbe 
cooghihg ilckness came upon ns, and 
| men and. women'coughed and sweated 


through the long nights, and tbe bunt' 


| era on trail spat blood upon the snow. 
j .And now one "and now another bled 
i swiftly from tbe mouth and died., And 
! tbe women bore few, children, and 
I those they bore were weak and given 
i to sickness. And other sicknesses came 
: to us from the white men* the like'of 


which we bad never known and could 


i not understand. 
Smallpox, likewise 


'< measles, have I heard these sicknesses 


named, and we died of them as die 
' the salmon in the still eddies when in 
the fall their eggs are spawned and 
there is no longer need for them to 
live. 
. 


"And/yet—and here be the strange- 


ness of. it—the white men come as the 
breath ,of death. 
A"ll tlTolr ways lead 


to death. Their nostril's are filled with 
It; 'and yet they db not 'die. Theirs the 
whisky and tobacco and short haired 
dogs; ..theirs .the many sicknesses, the 
smallpox niid measles, the coughing 
and mouth bleeding; theirs the white 
skin and softness to the frost and 
storm, .and theirs the pistols that shoot 
•ix time* very swift and are worthless. 
And yet they grow fat on their many 
Ills and prosper and lay n heavy hand 
over all the world and tread' mightily 
upon Its peoples. .And their w;ornen, 
too, are soft .as: little babes, most 
breakable and never broken, the moth- 
ers of men. And out'of nil this soft- 
ness nnd sickness and weakness come 
strength and power and authority. 
They be gods or devllSj as the case may 
be. I do not know. What do I know, 
I, oKTImber, of:the Whiteflsh? Only 
do I .know that -they are. part under- 
. standing,,tlicse white men, far -wander- 
ers and : fighters; over Jthei earth tbat 
they be.

-. "As I say, the meat in the forest be- 
caine;,less and. less. It be true the 
white tnaa'a gun is most excellent and 
kills a long way,;;pff, but of what worth 
the jtUp when there is no meat to kill? 
•WbW i-was a boy on tbe Wbitefisb 
-. there was moose on every hill, and encli 
year came the caribpu/'uncountable, 
but now the hunter may take the trail 
ten days and not one moose gladden bis 
eyes, wbile the caribou come no more 
at all. Small worth the -gun, I say, 
killing a long way off when there be 
nothing to kill. 


"And I, Imber, pondered upon these 


things, watching tbe wbile the White- 
fish and the Pellys and ail tbe tribes 
of tbe land perishing as perished tbe 
meat of the forest Long I pondered. 
I talked with tbe shamans and the old 
men who were wise. I went apart that 
the sounds of tbe village might not dis- 
turb me, and I ate no meat so that ray 
belly should not press upon me and 
make me alow of eye and ear. I sat 
lone and sleepless in the forest^ wide 
eyed tor the "sigh, my ears patient and 
keen for the word that was to come.

one knew, I drew the old men nwuy 
Into the forest and made more talk. 
And now we were agreed, and we re- 
membered the good young days, and 
the free land, and tbe times of plenty, 
and the gladness and sunshine, and we 
called ourselves brothers and swore 
great secrecy and a mighty oath to 
cleanse the land of the evil breed that 
had come upon it. It be plain we were 
fools, but.bow were we to know, we 
old'men of the Whiteflsh?

- "And to hearten thy others I did the 
flrst deed. I kept guard upon the Yu- 
kon til) the first canoe came down. lu 
It were two white men, and when I 
•tood-.. upright . upon tbe bank and 
raised my hand they changed their 
course nnd drove Hi to me. Anil as 
tbe man in tbe bow lifted bis head so, 
that he inlght know wherefore I -want- 
ed blm, my arrow sang through the 
•ir straight to bis throat, and be 
knew. The second man, xvbo held pad- 
dle In the stern, bad his rifle bait to: 
his shoulder when my spear smote 
him. 


" These be the first,' I laid when the 


old men bad gathered to me. 'Later 
we will bind together all tb« old men 
of,all the tribes, and after thi|t the 
young- men who remain strong, and the 
work will become easy.' 


"And 
then the two dead white men 


We cast into tbe river. And of the ca- 
noe, 
wiifcli wa* a very good cnnoe, we 


made a fire/, and a flre aUo of tee 
things within the canoe, Bnt first we 
looked 'at tl* tbJnjts, anU tJicy 


of'Matbet, which we cat open 


with our knives. 
And Inild* tit*** 


pottches were many paper*, Ilk* tint 
from whlc.1! tbou hast read,' O How- 
kan. 
with i::arklng3 on them which we 


marveled *t and could not understand. 
'Now I am become wise? uiwL-I know 
them for tbe speech of men as thou 
bast told'me." 


A wiiisper and buzz went around the' 


court room .when Howkan finished in- 
terpreting the affair of the canoe, and 
bije man's voice spoke up: "That wa» 
the lost '91 mail—Jeter James and De- 
laney. bringing It in uud last spoken at 
Le Barge .by. MattHewa going out" 
The-clerk scratched steudlly away, and 
.another, paragraph was added to the 
history of the north. 


"There be little wore," Imber went 


on siowlyl "It be there on the paper 
the things we did.

broke" their trails. It be true tbey died, 
but it was without worth. Ever did 
they come over the mountains, ever did 
they grow and grow, while we, being 
old, became less and. less. I remember, 
by the Caribou crossing, the camp of • 
white man. He was a very little white 
man, and three of the old men-came 
upon him in bis sleep; And the next 
day I came upon the four of them.

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INTS ON TABLE APPOINTMENTS 


AND

I 


N this age of luxury it seems al- 


most impossible to conceive oT a 
time when our commonest neces- 
sities were objects of the crudest 
workmanship and the greatest 
consideration. I suppose there are few 
of us who can by any stretch of Imag- 
ination class In the category of luxu- 
ries our ordinary everyday dining table 
and its really necessary appointments, 
such as tablecloths, knives, forks and 
wpoons, which articles make the cere- 
mony of eating a graceful function, and 
not a mere barbarous "feed." 


It Is strange how little even the best 


Informed of us know about the things 
around us. If one went the rounds of 
many tables it would be difficult to find 
nn individual who could tell when the 
table in Its present service as a board 
on which to spread viands first'came 
into existence. The,ancient Saxons and 
Danes, it seems, have the honor of in- 
troducing this indispensable piece ot 
furniture Into their domestic circle and 
consequently into our own. 


Tho term "board" applied to the din- 


ing table is literally exact, as the early 
examples were merely' Ions, rough 
boards laid upon trestles, removable 
when the meal ended. The boards and 
trestles used at picnics and informal 
outdoor "spreads" are replicas of the 


the elegant damask • and lace table 
covers of the present day serving such 
a purpose! 


The primitive table covers were not 


continuous length of cloth, but a sort 
of rough towel spread over the boards 
as a convenience for the guests. The 
modern idea of leaving the mahogany 
bare in the center and only covering 
the part of the table nearest the guest 
seems to be a revival of this old use,' 
with the centerpiece as a later artistic 
concession.- Further on in the century 
the Saxon women began to take a pride 
In making a better napery for their 
boards, and they also produced well 
spun and well woven short cloths for 
ringer wiping. Prom these short cloths, 
themselves direct followers of the ta- 
blecloth, came our present table nap- 
kins. It seems that oven in those early 
days laundry work was a considerable 
Item, and the napkin was an economic 
idea of the primitive housewife, who 
thought the smaller cloths easier to 
wash than the larger ones. 


About the time cloths Spread out into 


proportions covering the' whole table 
the board itselt was made a perma- 
nency. In other words, tables took the 
place of boards. The Idea dawned upon 
these ancients that It was more con- 
venient to have the boards nailed upon 
early Saxon and Danish dining tables. I four legs and made flrm .than to have 
•gradually from these rude- carpentry 
efforts of our forefathers the table be- 
came more and more refined in appear- 
ance until it attained to the polished 
expanse of fine wood we now know. 


Fashion has changed'the contour of

In the huge banquet halls of the 


barons the first knives used were the 
daggers of the warriors. Servitors car.-

The 
Romans used -a stick -like a skewer, 
which after the lapse of years was' di- 
vided into two prongs and made 'very

in England, It became'fashionable to 
use this two pronged fork instead of 
fingers, and in the course of time 
third prong was added. 
Spoons for soft foods were In use al- 
most as so.on as knives and were made 
of. shells. Broth being a staple' diet of 
our ancestors, an imitation shell spoon 
was made with a handle to keep the 
fingers from flipping into hot foods.

Pays the Kenosha News: A third 


telephone company has entered the field 
in Kcnosha, comity, and yesterday tlie 
Chicago Telephone company began the 
work of building a toll iine to connect 
Chicago with the big ice houses in the 
county. The line will start from Genoa 
Junction, and will run through the entire 
•western part hf the county. It will take 
in nearly every lake region in the county, 
and •while it will not be connected di- 
rectly with (lie Kenosha lines, it will be 
possible for Kenosha people to secure 
connections through the Wisconsin Tele- 
phone company lines. The line will be 
one of the longest rural lines in the 
county.

Toe cost as estimated 'by Chandler * 


Park is $80,000, the building to be mod- 
ern in every way and the architects de- 
dare the best one of its kind in the 
state if not in the northwest. A meet- 
ing of the Racine county board has been 
called to take plac'd;at the court house 
on May 2, at which time the committee 
will report and reeoinmend the plans of 
Chandler & Park. 11 is altogether prob- 
able that the boartf will adopt the same 
and .make proyisKms for building the 
new structure at once. 


The style of the proposed building is 


gotliic. It will be of brick, Btouc; steel 
and ti!e, two stories high "and basement, 
with 11 foot walls", while the other two 
stories will have 10 foot walls. The 
structure will be 330 feet long, north 
and south and 152 feet cast and west. 
There will be 80 rooms for patients and 
sight dormitories, with room for 200 
patients all - told;':The roof will" be o'f 
slate; all of the principal gjrders ah'd 
tte'afris of steel; all casings of doors and 
windows will be of'cement;1 there Hvill 
te'b'atli rooms, 'toilet rooms, operating 
room ""and kitcheift;' all of these :tqrri'a'ye 
tile'.' floors.
